Claims 1, 4, 8, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Karszes for reasons of record as set forth in paragraph 1 of the previous 
action. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the, basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 1 1 and 13-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Karszes for reasons of record as set forth in paragraph 2 of the 
previous action. 

3. Claims 2, 3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Karszes in view of Fitzpatrick for reasons of record as set forth in paragraph 3 of 
the previous action. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed August 24, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant submits that Karszes does not disclose bringing a 
first film proximate a molten second film, patterning the second film and solidifying the 
second film. However, the latter two steps are clearly taught in Karszes and it is 
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respectfully submitted that the coextrusion disclosed therein at least "reads on" 
providing a first film. It just so happens that the films are extruded at the same time. 
However, such coextrusion is apparently either set forth — or certainly not excluded- in 
instant claim 10. It is further submitted that the very language of instant claim 1 does 
not preclude employing a molten extrudate as a film. See the language in instant claim 
1 , line 3, wherein the second film is specified to be in a molten state. If the second film 
can be in a molten state, why cannot the first film also be in such a state?
